The  word  confrontational  has 
Mjorative  overtones  for  many. 
Personal  soul-winning  does  not 
require  heavy-handed,  pressurized 
tactics.  When  the  motivation  is 
heart-felt  concern  for  the  lost  con¬ 
dition  of  a  friend  or  acquairtfance, 
the  Holy  Spirit  can  use  that  wit¬ 
ness  to  bring  conversion. 

Some  areas  of  the  country  and 
some  neighborhoods  are  more 
responsive  to  door-to-door  con¬ 
tacts  than  others,  but  research  does 
not  suggest  that  door-to-door  visi¬ 
tation  no  longer  works.  Recently  I 
attended  a  conference  with  the 
pastors  of  some  of  the  largest  aixl 
fastest  growing  churches  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Over  82%  of  these  churches  had 
organized  evangelistic  visitation 
programs.  I  have  found  churches 
of  dl  sizes,  in  all  regions  of  our 
country,  using  evangelistic  visita¬ 
tion  as  a  successful  growth  tool. 
Kirk  Hadaway  discovered  that 
76%  of  growing  churches  had 
weekly  visitation  programs 
(Church  Growth  Principles,  p. 
22).  While  some  churches  may  be 
able  to  grow  without  organized 
visitation  programs,  they  will  be 
the  exception  and  not  the  rule. 

I  believe  the  most  important 
issue  in  church  grov^  methods  is 
the  command  of  the  Lord.  Jesus 
taught  his  disciples  to  take  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  the  people.  The  Great  Com- 
mission  demands  that  we  go  into 
all  the  worid.  The  Lord  command¬ 


ed  bis  followers  to  go  into  the 
highways  and  byways  and  compel 
them  to  come  in  that  his  house 
may  be  filled.  God  always  honors 
obedience  to  his  reveal^  princi¬ 
ples.  The  church  that  is  going  to 
reach  its  community  and  tte  world 
must  be  willing  to  go. 

Every  church  needs  an  intention¬ 
al  plan  for  evangelism.  People  left 
on  their  own  will  rarely  visit.  A 
simple  plan  would  include  a 
prospect  file,  a  method  for  training 
persons  on  how  to  witness,  a  regu¬ 
lar  night  for  visitation,  and  a  strat¬ 
egy  for  follow-up  aiKi  assimilation. 
There  are  a  number  of  excellent 
tools  for  training  laity  to  witness 
such  as  Continuous  Witness  Train¬ 
ing,  Evangelism  Explosion,  and 
Lay  Witness  Training.  Some 
churches  simply  train  their  people 
to  share  the  gospel  from  a  tract. 
Rnd  the  tool  that  best  suits  your 
church,  motivate  and  mobilize  the 
laity,  and  go  into  the  fields  that  are 
ripe  unto  harvest.  The  larger 
church  may  discover  the  need  for 
various  strategies  and  multiple 
opportunities  for  training  and  visi¬ 
tation.  Most  churches  have  discov¬ 
ered  that  a  call  prior  to  a  visit  pro¬ 
duces  better  resets. 

Obey  the  command  to  go,  and 
see  if  God  is  not  faithful  to  his 
ITOmise  to  give  the  results.

Graham’s  “Cathedral  in  the  Sky” 
touches  400  European  locations 


ESSEN,  Germany  (March  22) - s 

Europe  is  famous  fm’  its  cathedrals, 
but  none  could  compare  to  Billy 
Graham’s  great  “Cafoedial  in  the 
Sl^,”  which  hovered  some  22,0(X) 
miles  above  the  earth,  transmitting 
the  gospel  message  all  over 
Eurm. 

In  ^fia,  Bulgaria,  just  a  few  sec¬ 
onds  before  the  start  of  the  trans¬ 
mission  from  Essen,  something 
went  wrong  with  the  audio  coraiec- 
tion  and  it  became  necessary  to 
switch  to  another  satellite  system, 
belonging  to  foe  Palace  of  Culture 
where  the  meetings  were  taking 
place.  This  system  services  also 
cafes,  bars,  a^  restaurants  in  foe 
area.  UsuaUy,  the  patrons  of  these 
establishments  would  be  watefaing 
axMting  events  on  the  satellite,  but 
tMy  were  treated  instead  to  90 
minutes  of  Graham’s  mission.

“I  have  nothing  against  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  that  church,”  noted  Tim 
Matins,  pastor  of  Danville’s  Hrst 
Church,  which  is  located  within

Avenue  church.  “Their  ministers 
are  friends  of  mine.  ...  We  don’t 
hate  one  another;  we  just  dis- 
agree. 

Opposing  Lexington  Avenue’s 
ordination  of  women  is  “a  painful 
(^ration,”  admitted  Bill  Hall,  pas¬ 
tor  of  Gethsemane  Church  in 
DanviUe. 

“It’s  not  that  we  have  anything 
against  anyone,”  he  said  of  himself 
and  others  who  (moose  the  oidina- 
tira  of  womea  “We  juA  have  con¬ 
victions.

For  two  years  Qara  Stevens  has 
been  a  child  care  worker  at  the 
KGssissippi  B:q)tist  (2hildieo’s  Vil¬ 
lage.  She  is  what  some  peofde  call 
a  “housemother,”  a  parent  figure 
who  takes  care  of  the  day-to-day 
needs  of  chUdien.  Her  chiklien  are 
nine  teenage  boys  whose  “real” 
homes  are  disrupted  for  any  of  a 
number  of  reasons. 

“I  am  right  where  God  wants  me 
to  be,”  says  the  Lawrence  County 
native. 

Those  involved  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  this  and  the  five  other 
child  care  facilities  are  quick  to 
note  that  without  (Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  (CP)  funds.  Baptist  child 
care  in  our  state  wtmld  be  difficult. 
(CP  is  the  basic  support  for  this 
ministry. 

It  costs  in  excess  of  $7,000  to 
care  for  one  child  in  a  year.  It  costs 
close  to  $8,000  to  operate  the  vari¬ 
ous  facilities  each  day.  The  14%  of 
the  Village  budget  from  CP 
receipts  tstkes  care  of  the  basic 
expenses  of  the  facilities,  such  as 
utWties.  While  only  250  children 
may  be  cared  for  in  the  21  cottages 
at  any  one  time,  about  500  cb^- 
dren  each  year  will  find  a  home 
made  possible  by  Biqjtist  hearts. 

Thm  are  reli^vely  few  Missis¬ 
sippi  churches  who  know  first 
hand  the  value  of  tfadr  CP  gifts  in

nurturing  these  children,  who  for  a 
time  in  their  lives,  need  the  securi¬ 
ty  and  stability  the  Village  can  pro¬ 
vide. 

While  the  Village  may  never 
know  the  full  extent  its  (Christ-cen¬ 
tered  ministry  has  had  on  the  lives 
of  its  residents,  a  few  alumni  have 
kq>t  in  touch. 

Deanie  Bolls  Ferrell  serves  with 
her  husband  as  a  Southern  Baptist 
foreign  missionary  to  Ecuador. 
Pertu^  as  a  child  ste  was  unaware 
of  CP  benefits  in  her  life,  but  as  a 
career  missionary  she  is  well  aware 
of  its  blessings. 

Jenny  San^rs  Nolen,  of  Hance- 
ville,  Ala.,  not  only  lived  at  the 
Village,  but  as  an  sdult,  returned 
there  as  a  case  worker.  For  10 
years  she  has  had  a  diverse  min¬ 
istry  performing  (Christiao  music, 
humorous  monologues  and  leading 
seminars.  When  she  lived  at  the 
Village  she  was  very  aware  that 
the  churches  suf^rted  her  home. 
As  a  member  of  Girls  in  Aaion 
she  learned  about  CP  and  all  the 
things  it  supptmed. 

“I  believe  in  the  Cooperative 
Program.  It  allows  us  to  do  so 
many  things,”  she  says.  “It’s  one 
thing  that  sets  Southern  Biqrtists 
apart  from  other  denominations. 
Any  success  I  have  enjoyed  is 
because  there  were  churches  who 


cared.” 

Then  there  is  Ronnie  Foster  of 
Soddy-Daisy,  Term.  For  10  years 
Ronnie  was  a  resident  of  the  Vil¬ 
la^,  first  at  the  old  campus,  then  at 
(Clinton  when  the  old  one  closed. 

Foster  knows  beyond  a  shadow 
of  doubt  that  while  he  was  with  the 
Village,  he,  too,  was  right  where 
God  wanted  him.  It  was  there  God 
made  a  difference  in  his  life. 

If  you  had  asked  him  about  the 
importance  of  the  (Cot^rative  Pro¬ 
gram  back  during  his  teen  years,  he 
wouldn’t  have  known  how  to 
answer.  But  today,  Foster  is  more 
aware  of  the  vital  role  that  CP 
plays  in  allowing  Mississ^i  Bap¬ 
tists  to  minister  to  “one  of  the  least 
of  these.”  He  says  he  never  ceases 
to  be  grateful  for  the  gifts  that 
allowed  him  to  come  to  know 
Jesus  as  Lord  and  Saviour.

DETROIT  (BP)  —  Christians 
must  communicate  the  ^pel  sim- 
[4y,  repeatedly,  and  in  the  cultural 
context  for  whom  it  is  intended,  a 
Methodist  professor  and  author 
told  Southern  Baptist  church-start¬ 
ing  leaders  recendy. 

“All  churches  that  are  reaching 
secular  people  in  significant  n(km- 
bers  are  flexing  to  meet  them  cul¬ 
turally,”  said  George  Hunter  III, 
dean  of  the  Stanley  Jones  School 
of  Evangelism  at  Asbury  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary,  Kentucky. 

“(Churches  employing  traditional 
forms  (of  worship)  almost  never 
reach  secular  peo^  in  significant 
fwmbers,”  he  said  during  a  confer¬ 
ence  sponsored  by  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board’s  new  church  extension 
division. 

Hunter,  author  of  How  to  Reach 
Secular  People,  said  the  church 
has  lost  a  lot  of  its  cultural  influ¬ 
ence.  Hunter  contends  the  church 
must  start  fitm  ground  zero  with 
people  who  are  not  “church  bro- 
kea” 

(Noting  Gallup  polls.  Hunter 
said  the  U.S.  population  with  no 
religious  traimng  increased  from 
9%tn  1968  to  25%  in  1988. 

He  estimates  120  milhoo  Anleri- 
cans  are  secular  people,  “making 
North  America  or  the  U.S.A.  the 
largest  mission  field  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Hemiqibere.” 

Hunter  said  Christians  should 
understand  eight  principles  for 
communicating  (Thnstianity  to  sec¬ 
ular  people. 

1.  Almost  an  effective  evange¬ 


lization  begins  where  people  are 
and  not  where  we  want  them  to  be. 

2.  It  involves  the  ministry  of 
emlanation. 

3.  The  gospel  must  be  communi¬ 
cated  through  the  vernacular. 

4.  (Thristians  must  be  willing  to 
honestly  discuss  doubts  and 
hangups  of  people  with  no  spiritu¬ 
al  background. 

5.  Chomulative  effect.  “No  one 
gets  the  message  the  first  time.” 

6.  Oeative  redundancy.  Because 
no  one  gets  it  the  first  time,  (I!hris- 
tians  should  learn  to  say  the  same 
things  several  ways. 


7.  Assimilation  into  the  church 
fellowship  often  precedes  commit¬ 
ment  to  Jesus  Christ. 

8.  “The  Christian  faith  is  more 
caught  than  taught.”  Christians 
lose  credibility  with  secular  people 
for  reasons  related  to  how  they 
live  out  their  faith,  he  said. 

Most  secular  people  perceive 
Christians  really  don’t  believe 
what  they  say  they  believe.  Secu¬ 
lar  people  th^  (Christians  believe 
what  tbey  say,  but  they  don’t  show 
it  with  their  Uves. 

The  laity  are  vital  to  reaching 
secular  people,  he  said. 


NOBTS  highlights  75th 
anniversary  with  history 


NEW  ORLEANS  (BP)  —  New 
Orlearu  Seminary  has  published 
an  updated,  pictorial  histofy  book 
commemorating  its  75th  anniver¬ 
sary. 

Released  for  the  first  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  reoent^Mruch  meeting  of 
the  seminary’s  board  of  trustees, 
Seventy-Five  Years  ef  Provi¬ 
dence  and  Prayer:  An  Olnslrat- 
ed  History  of  New  Orleans  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  SenriniU7,  was 
written  by  Claude  L.  Howe  Jr., 
professor  of  church  history  at 
NOBTS  for  33  years. 

This  updated  history  book  is 
divided  into  chapters  correspond¬ 
ing  to  the  seven  men  who  have 
served  the  institution  as  presi¬ 


dents:  Byron  Hoover  DeMent 
(1917-28),  William  Wistar  HrmU- 
ton  Sr.  (1928-42),  Duke  Kim¬ 
brough  McCCall  (1943-46),  Roland 
(>iiri^  Leavdl  (1946-58),  Henry 
Leo  Eddleman  (1959-70),  Grady 
Coulter  Cothen  (1970-‘M),  and 
Landrum  Pinson  Leavell  II  (1975- 
preseot).

1.  Always  ackniswledge  all  cot- 
respondence  between  yourself  and 
any  prospective  minister,  even  if 
that  correspondenoe  is  unst^idted. 
If  a  minister  submits  a  resiHne  or  a 
tape  to  your  committee,  please 
take  the  time  to  acknowledge  its 
rece^,  even  if  you  are  not  inter¬ 
ested.  Take  the  time  to  be  courte¬ 
ous.  This  goes  for  DOMs  as  well! 

2.  Always  strive  for  acxxrracy  in 
describing  your  cfaurdi  situation  to 
proqrective  nunister.  We  love  our 
churdres  and  want  others  to  think 
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as  highly  of  them  as  we  do.  How¬ 
ever,  the  work  of  the  minisoy  can 
be  retarded  when  a  new  minister 
discovers  a  church  which  is  differ¬ 
ent  from  the  (me  described  by  the 
search  committee. 

3.  Always  be  straightforward  in 
describing  your  e}q>ectations  of  a 
new  minister.  Most  ministers 
know  where  their  gifts  and  takras 
lie.  This  prevents  churches  and 
ministers  from  becoming  unequal¬ 
ly  yoked. 

4.  Never  deal  seriously  with  a 
minister  without  asking  the  neces¬ 
sary,  tough  questions.  Better  to 
dead  with  the%  matters  now  than 
later  when  church  harmony  may 
be  at  stake.  An  ouikx  of  preven¬ 
tion,  etc....

A  large  group  known  as  “former 
pastors  and  former  church  staff’ 
cannot  draw  unemployment  (x>m- 
pensation  as  other  peo^  can. 

The  reason  is  this:  Most  dmreh- 
es  never  think  that  pastors  or  staff 
wiU  ever  be  “unem^oyed’’  and  do 
not  pay  unemployment  taxes.  And 
pastors  do  not  take  care  of  this 
because  they  are  considered  “self- 
empk>ye(f’  in  the  sight  of  the  law 
and/or  because  tiieir  pay  is  so  low 
that  they  can’t  ^are  the  money  for 
such  coverage. 

Many  members  who  force  their 
pastors  or  other  staff  to  resign 
wipe  their  hands  clean  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,  thinking  that  “he  can  always 
draw  unemployment  like  every¬ 
body  else.”  That  isn’t  true! 

I  went  to  the  unemployment 
offi(X  to  see  what  they  ccxild  do  to 
help.  They  looked  up  my  name 
and  S<xial  Security  number  on  the 


First  Church  of  El  Paso,  said  com¬ 
plaints  about  the  class  had  come 
fixMn  both  sides  of  the  denomina¬ 
tional  political  controversy.

Stewardship 
Commission 
adopts  budget 
reduction  for  ’94 

NASHVILLE  (BP)  —  The  SBC 
Stewardship  Commission  adopted 
a  $2,097,429  budget  for  1993-94,  a 
decrease  of  $268,623  from  the  cur¬ 
rent  budget,  at  its  annual  meeting 
in  Nashville  March  18-19.  The 
reduced  budget,  11%  below  1992- 
93,  follows  several  expense  reduc¬ 
tions  announced  earlier  by  the 
Stewardship  Commission,  includ¬ 
ing  a  reduction  in  staff  of  three 
people  and  salary  cuts.  Commis¬ 
sioners  voted  to  (ielay  the  effective 
date  of  the  layoffs  until  Dec.  31, 
1993  instead  of  June  1.

Following  Jesus’  example 


Isaiah’s  call  and  message 


When  death  approaches 


By  Gay  A.  Haghes 
Isaiah  1,  6 


By  Laura  RusseO 
Genesis  49:33.50:1, 12.14, 22.26 


On  Jan.  1 , 1 863  Abraham  Lincoln  issued  the  Emandpa- 
tioo  Proclamation  which  sounded  the  beginning  of  the  end 
of  slavery  in  the  United  States.  Or  did  it?  In  Joto  13  Jesus 
perform^  the  duties  of  a  slave  and  urged  his  disciples  and 
us  to  do  likewise.  Human  slavery  may  be  history,  but  the 
servanthood  modeled  by  Jesus  must  be  a  vital  part  of  the 
life  of  every  Christian  today  and  in  the  hiture.  What  does 
this  pas.sage  teach  us  about  being  a  slave  to  our  fellow 
man? 

Difficult  circumstances  did  not  prevent  service  (w.  1. 
3).  Two  facts  uixierscoie  the  tremetidous  selfless  love  dis¬ 
played  by  Jesus  in  this  account.  Fust,  Jesus  was  aware  that 
the  time  of  his  passion  had  arrived  (v.  1).  He  realized  that 
the  time  for  his  tremendous  physical  and  spiritual  suffering 
was  upon  him.  Second,  he  realized  that  one  pair  of  feet  to 
be  washed  belong  to  a  man  who  would  soon  betray  him 
(v.  11).  Yet  even  in  the  midst  of  his  most  trying  time  Jesus 
contuiued  to  love  and  ser^  others. 

We  often  turn  our  focus  inward  when  conftomed  with 
trying  times.  We  become  selfish  and  want  the  church  to 
shower  love  and  attention  on  us.  Jesus  showed  us  here  that 
diffkuh  circumstances  do  not  exempt  us  from  serving  our 
fellow  man.  In  faa,  the  witness  of  a  Christian  is  much 
more  effective  when  it  is  administered  during  a  time  of  per- 
sonal  crisis. 

Jesus  humbly  performed  the  moat  menial  of  tuAs  (w. 
4.5).  The  wash^  of  feet  was  a  menial  task  reserved  for 
the  lowliest  of  servants.  In  fact,  a  Jewish  slave  could  not  be 
forced  to  wash  feet.  Yet  Jesus,  the  Lord  of  all,  chose  to 
wash  his  diacmies  feet! 

How  often  does  a  Christian  refuse  a  task  because  he  con. 
skfen  it  too  menial?  How  often  do  we  wait  to  see  if  some¬ 
one  else  will  perform  the  menial  task  before  we  commit  to 
h?  After  all,  we  are  promiment  cfaurch  leaders.  We  cannot 
be  expected  to  perform  such  lowly  tasks.  As  William  Bar¬ 
clay  wrote.  '’The  world  is  foil  of  people  who  are  standing 
on  their  dignity  when  they  ought  to  be  knedUng  at  the  fiM 
of  their  brethretL**  It  is  hunan  nature  to  desire  «*»«*  others 
look  up  to  us.  A  Christian  is  a  servant.  No  task  should  be 
too  meniad  and  no  person  below  our  service.  The  iikmc  oik 
matures  in  Christ,  the  nnore  humbly  he  serves. 

PMcr  attempted  to  prevent  the  washing  sf  his  ffaet  (w. 
6.11).  Peter  misunderstood  this  act  of  the  Lord.  He  was  not 
about  to  allow  his  Master  to  becortK  his  slave.  But  Jesus 
was  leaching  him  a  lesson.  When  he  told  him  that  this 
wasl^  was  necessary,  Peter  eagerly  accepted  k. 

This  part  of  the  aocouru  leaches  ns  two  important  truths. 
Pint,'iHM  all  Jitempis  at  service  win  be  weB  received.  Some 
refuse  Christian  service  because  of  pride.  But  we  are  not 
responsible  for  how  otK  responds  to  our  rervioe.  We  are 
only  responsible  for  serving. 

Second,  we  all  must  learn  an  important  leswn  m  servaru- 
hood.  If  we  refuse  to  be  servants,  we  can  have  i»  part  of 
Jesus. 

JcMS  set  an  example  far  us  lo  faluw  (w.  12.1^  Jesus 
then  look  advsotagje  of  this  very  profomid  obfect  kssoa  In 
essence  what  he  said  was.  "You  are  dioclced  at  this  act  of 
servanthood  because  you  know  me  to  be  Teacher  and  Lord. 
You  are  correct  in  referring  to  iik  as  Teacher  and  Lord,  and 
I’ve  jute  drown  you  the  path  to  true  greatness."  This  is  even 
more  significata  in  hghi  of  what  Luke  rcooeded  as  a  part  of 
his  last  supper  account.

Sadly,  the  quest  for  a  better  materialistic  life  often 
quenches  our  desire  for  a  closer  walk  with  God  artd  deeper 
love  in  human  relationships.  The  world  has  always  been  too 
busy  to  care.  Isaiah  lived  in  such  a  time  and  oik  day,  in  a 
moment  of  worship,  God  called  him  to  go  to  a  people  dead 
in  their  sin. 

A  call  to  repent  (1:16.20).  Prior  to  the  ministry  of  Isaiah, 
Israel  and  Juddi  enjoyed  40  years  of  peace  arxl  pro^rity. 
Jeroboam  11  ruled  Israel  and  Uzziah  ruled  Judah.  The 
Divided  Kingdom  enjoy^  good  tiriKS  until  Tiglalfa-pilesar 
ni  becaone  kmg  of  Assyria  and  began  to  expand  his  king¬ 
dom.  During  tte  affluent  reign  of  King  Uzaah,  the  nation 
of  Judah  began  to  turn  away  from  God  and  indulge  in  idol¬ 
atry  (1:2-4).  Irqustice,  greed,  violence,  and  frdse  worsfop 
were  corrunoo^aoe  throughout  the  land  (1:5-15).  There¬ 
fore,  God  warned  Judah  to  turn  from  their  sin  or  judgment 
was  certain. 

The  entire  nation  had  becoiiK  filthy  and  cleansing  was 
tKeded.  This  washing  would  require  every  individual  to 
repent  of  their  sin  and  him  to  God  for  purificatioiL  The 
phrase  "learn  to  do  weU’’  (v.  17)  meant,  once  cleansed,  the 
people  must  not  only  put  away  those  activities  which  made 
thm  "ditty,"  also,  t^  were  to  replace  their  evil  acts  with 
good  deeds.

When  Jacob  died  at  the  age  of  147,  Joseph  wept  and 
mourned  for  months.  When  someone  close  to  us  dies,  we 
need  a  long  time  to  work  through  our  grief.  Crying  arid 
sharing  our  feelings  with  others  help  us  recover  and  go  on 
with  life.  It  is  important  to  give  ourselves  time  enou^  to 
grieve  over  the  loss  of  a  loved  otK. 

Joseph  mourns  Jacob’s  death  (49:33.50:1).  Jacob’s 
very  1^  aa  on  earth  was  an  act  of  frutfa.  When  the  charge 
was  finished,  he  drew  up  his  feet  into  his  bed.  Af^arently, 
he  had  suiiunoiKd  up  hK  last  strength,  and  had  sat  up  in 
bed  to  bless  his  sons.  Immediately  thmafter  he  died  AU 
the  sons  grieved  greatty  over  the  loss  (d  their  father,  but 
Joseph’s  gmf  is  e^Kcially  mentioiKd  because  he  was 
closer  to  his  ftther  than  any  of  the  others.  Consetprently,  his 
pain  was  greater.  He  "wept  over  him."  Natural  grief  usually 
finds  an  outlet  in  tears.  Profound  grief,  as  Josqfe  showed, 
is  a  normal  arxl  appropriate  re^ronse  to  the  death  of  a  loved 

OIK. 

Joseph  ruid  his  hrothen  Iwry  Jacob  (50:12.13).  To 
Jacob  the  cave  of  Machpelah  was  holy  ground.  Abraham 
was  buried  there,  as  weU  as  Sarah,  Isaac,  Rebekah,  and 
Leah.  When  Jacob  erqxessed  his  wish  to  be  carried  there, 
he  Irnew  feat  Joseph  would  fulfUl  it  Joseph  set  about  to  do 
what  be  bad  proiiused  his  fuher  he  would  do.  Jacob  was 
embalmed,  and  a  lermthy  mourning  period  foBowed.  The 
Egyptirms  joiiKd  in  fee  mourning  Imause  of  the  promi¬ 
nence  Jactfe  had  as  the  fisher  of  Joseph.  At  the  cave  of 
Macfanelah,  Jacob’s  soik  buried  him.  He  had  conoe  to  the 
end  ot  hit  eventful  career. 

Jsseph  rettwns  ts  Egypt  (50:14).  Joseph,  with  his  broth¬ 
ers,  return  to  Egypt  to  take  up  life  again.  God  expects  us  to 
grieve  properly.  However,  we  must  move  t^ond  fee  grief 
and  resume  normal  activities  and  reqronsibilities.  We  can 
acknowledge  God’s  sovereign  authority  over  everything  in 
our  lives. 

Joseph  Hves  ts  an  advanced  age  (50:22.23).  Joseph 
lived  in  Egjrpt  aU  his  days.  During  this  tinre,  Joseph 
enjoyed  the  blessing  of  seeing  three  germtions  conre  after 
him.  For  80  years  Joseph  served  God,  his  peo|^,  and  the 
Egyptirms;  and  he  saved  numy  people  from  suffering  and 
deam  by  starvaiioa  He  helped  change  the  course  of  history 
of  natioiK  by  the  movemeiM  of  the  Hebrew  clan  to  Egypt. 
We  show  steadfint  frith  in  facing  death  by  making  the  most 
of  the  tisM  God  rdlows  ns  when  we  are  alive. 

Joseph  meets  Ids  swn  death  (58:24.26).  We  note  in  the 
exampte  of  Joseph  Bk  maths  of  a  good  man’s  death.  There 
is  i»  distiess  or  tear,  instead,  there  is  simplicity  of  acoq>- 
tance.  Hk  death  of  Joseph  also  suggests  hope.  He  invemed 
his  strength  in  causes  thm  reached  far  heyo^  himselt  so 
he  had  fee  confidence  that  God  would  leal  his  ddldien  and 
ddkhcn’s  children  to  do  great  things. 

Joseph  was  ready  to  die.  He  had  no  doubts  that  God 
would  keep  has  proaaise  and  oik  day  bring  the  laaelites 
hack  to  their  homeland.  What  a  tremendous  example!  The 
secret  of  that  kind  of  faith  is  a  lifetiiiK  of  trusting  God.

Recently  we  were  notified  that  Qeve  Dawsey 
was  gone,  and  we  were  and  are  saddened, 
because  he  was  our  frietxL  We  grieve  with  and 
for  Mrs.  Dawsey  and  those  who  knew  him  best 
and  loved  him  most,  but  our  grief  is  tempered  by 
gratitode,  because  he  was  our  friend. 

The  honored  heritage  of  our  Baptist  child  care 
agerKy  is  firmly  grounded  in  largely  un-noted 
contributions  by  a  myriad  of  unsung  heros  of 
fiuth  who  are  qiedal  friends  of  this  child  care 
ministry.  Qeve  Dawsey  was  one  of  those 
dal  friends,  and  althou^  we  mourn  his  passing, 
we  acknowledge  gratitode  fin'  that  part  of  our 
friend’s  life  wtudi  wjs  so  generously  invested  in 
the  welfare  and  the  future  Village  boys  and 
giris.  Ttud  part  of  his  life  is  neither  dead  nor 
gone.  VirtuAy  every  comer  of  every  building  at 
our  central  fa^ty.  The  India  Nunnery  Campos, 
represents  -  physical  evidence  that  Cleve 
Dawsey's  life,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  alive  tCbd 
well,  because  he  and  those  he  led  and  influ¬ 
enced,  have,  for  many  years,  maintained, 
improved,  decorated  and  re-deoocated  the  build¬ 
ing  whidi  are  so  vital  to  the  ejustence  of  our 
missioo. 

“Some  ftriks  say  they  can’t  go  to  Ohio  <»'  Hon¬ 
duras.  But  The  Baptist  Children’s  Village  is  a 
missioos  project  anybody  can  do.  Right  tere  in 
Jackson!’^ 

So  stated  Qeve  Dawsey  in  a  1986  interview 
with  Anne  McVfilliams;  an  interview  which  was 
prompted  by  wide-spread  attention  which  had 
then  been  (irawn  to  the  somewhat  astounding 
record  be  had  made,  and  continued  then  to 
make,  in  maintaining  Village  facilities  at  no  cost 
to  the  agerx^.  Many  years  earlier,  in  cooperation 
with  the  late  Karl  McGraw,  then  Director  of 
Properties  at  The  Village.  Qeve  brought  three 
Pearl  River  County  men  with  him  to  Ibe  India 
Nunnery  Cart^rus  near  Jackson  to  paint,  do  car- 
pemer  and  otter  repair  work.  They  stopped  in  a 
>^llage  cottiige,  ate  Village  food,  feDowshipped 
with  the  dul^n  and  wod^  fcv  an  entire  w^. 


Thus  commenced  an  annual  custom  which 
became  a  habit  for  a  Dawsey-led  f^cc  which 
grew  to  100  people,  including  men,  women  aoA 
young  people,  from  cburctes  in  Pearl  River 
Association. 

Year  after  year,  amid  the  warmest  days  of  July 
and  August,  this  substantial  force  of  men  paint¬ 
ed,  rejdaoed  floors,  ceilings  and  roofs,  rq>aired 
appliances,  while  the  women  cooked,  painted 
b^  and  kitchen  cabinets,  and  sm)ervi^  youth 
assistants.  Throu^  these  years,  Qeve  arxl  Hazel 
Dawsey  remairted  on-campus,  week  after  week, 
witii  (Tews  whi(d)  rotated,  promoting,  encourag¬ 
ing  arul  working  at  any  job  which  presented 
itself. 

Encouraged  by  Daws^,  the  entire  Associa¬ 
tion,  inclucteg  mission  offices,  became  involved 
in  promoting  this  unicpie  annual  mission  trip  to 
The  Village  and  in  accumulating  special  omr- 
ings  to  finance  repair  supplies  and  materials. 
Qeve  became  a  combineci  missionary  and  pub¬ 
lic  relations  agent  for  The  Quldren’s  Village  in 
Pearl  River  County  despite  severe  and  some¬ 
times  crippling  health  problems.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  his  example,  and  that  of  those  he  influ¬ 
enced  and  persuaded,  led  to  the  institution  of 
The  VUlage’s  “SPECIAL  PROJECTS’’  cam¬ 
paign  and  the  enlistment  of  church-related  vol¬ 
unteers  from  many  areas  of  the  state  who  tx>w 
assist  in  maintaining  properties  at  every  Village 
installation. 

We  are  reminded  of  his  living  legacy  by  a  visit 
to  any  Village  cottage  because  his  finger-prints 
(piite  literally  29>pear  in  every  building;  attesting 
to  the  unusual  ate  unselfish  investment  of  time, 
talent,  ettergy  ate  influence  by  Qeve  Dawsey  in 
maintaining  the  homes  of  “Mississippi’s  Largest 
Family.’’  Without  his  effort,  and  that  of  the 
many  who  followed  his  leadership,  the  task 
would  have  extended  beyond  our  capabilities. 
We  will  miss  our  friend,  tet  we  are  grateful  that 
his  personal  investment  in  our  ministry  is  alive 
at  every  Village  facility.
